Miss Louisa N. Taylor, sister of Mrs. 


Chatena and daughter of the lato Geo. 
B. Taylor, was educated by the order 
St. Francis de Sales. Two years ago, 
she announced her determination to 
baoome a nun, and entered a convent 
of visitatiou. Previous to this, she 
conveyed her proparty, estimated worth 
$100,000, to her sister, Ida, then un- 
married, under a written agreement. 
She expected to take her monastic vo ws 
with the order of St. Francis da Sales; 
but should she not dn so, or afterward 
saver her ooaaectiQijuwith the order, the_ 
property was to bo restored to her. 
Some months ago, the testator lett the 
convent and announced that she had 
withdrawn from the order, and asked 
for the restoration of her pronerty, 
Her sister, suspecting the sincerity of 
her aot, demurred to give back the 
property, and Miss Taylor brought suit 
to recover. Mrs. Chauteau then re- 
conveyed the property and a short 
time after, Miss Taylor transferred it 
all to Kobert MoMicholas as trustee for 
the use of the Convent of Visitation. 
A few weeks later, Miss Taylor re- 
entered the convent and took the black 
veil. The plaintiff in a petition just 
filed in Court, alleges fraud and collus- 
ion amongst the officials of the convent, 
charging them with using an undue in- 
fluence with Miss Taylor, and entering 
into a scheme to obtain her property, 
and seek to set aside the deed by which 
it was reoonveyed, and also the deed by 
which it was transferred. 


CAHOKIA. — One of the qnaintest and 


most singular hnrnlets of Illinois or of 
the West was the venerable town of 
Cuhokja, that nestled across the river 
from St. Louis, even its existence being 
known to a very few of the inhabitants 
of the city. It was an early French and 
Indian trading post and was old before 
St. Louis was thought of. Its people 
and its houses were a cnriou.-i study to 
the occasional straggler of recent years 
who fell among its venerable ways, and 
it was the only place in the United 
States, porhapi, where an entire com- 
munity lived without labor, the popula- 
tion heiug supported by laud pensions. 
In its early day it was an important 
frontier post, whence expeditions were 
started and where revels were held, its 
advantage being disturbed when Lucledc 
started the rival post across the river, 
now St. Louis. It was in Cahokia that 
Pontiao, the famous Indian chief, was 
murdered in a drunken brawl by his Eng- 
lish enemies. There is now of the place 
only a heap of grass-grown ruins, with 
scarcely a vestige of life.

- Mrs. Elizabeth Oady Sfcanton, in the 


September number of the North Ameri- 
can Bevies, pays particular attention to 
Judge Noah Davis's recent article in 
favor of a uniform system of divorce 
throughout the United States. 
She 


agrees with him in many points of .his 
argument, and emphatically in' the de- 
mand for more stringent laws againsl 
rery early marriage. Citing the opinion 
expressed by him that the age of legal 
marriage should be raised to fifteen 
years for girls and eighteen for boya, 
she asks on what principle should the 
party on whom all the inevitable hard- 
ships of marriage fall, be the younger to 
enter the relation? 
She finds that girls 


do not get their full growth until twen- 
ty-five, and are wholly unfit at fifteen 
for the trials of maternity. 
She looks 


xipou early and immature marriage as 
monstrous wrong to the woman who 
enters into it. 


It is with Judge Davis' fundamental 


assumption that divorce is the foe to 
marriage that Mrs. Stanton takes direci 
issue. 
"Divorce," she insists, "is no 


the foe to marriage. One might as wel 
speak of medicine as the foe to health.' 
To Judge Davis' doctrine that tho inter- 
ests of society are paramount, those o: 
individuals secondary and subordinate 
she ai^yers that the interests of societj 
and individuals lie in the same direction 
and whatever promotes the best interests 
of individuals promotes the best interests 
of society. 


The commendation of the condition 


of society in South Carolina by Jculge 
Davis is handled without gloves. This 
is the one State iu the Union which 
boasts that a divorce has never been 
granted within its limits for any cause 
•whatever, ana the learned Judge said of 
it, "I am greatly misinformed if in that 
State the peace, purity anil felicity of 
families do not maintain a fur highei 
standard than in States where divorces 
are the chronic mischief <iud misery of 
domestic life." 
Aguiust this assump- 


tion of superior "peaoo, parity and fe- 
licity," Mrs. Stanton quotes from Court 
decisions proofs that state, tho lan- 
guage of the Judges in two instances 
being that "the Legislature has iounc 
it necessary to regulate, by statute, how 
large a proportion of his property a 
married man may give to his coiicu- 
bine." For further evidence on this 
subject, reference is had to the number 
of mulattoes or raised races in South 
Carolina, as shown by the census of 
1880. Mrs. 
Stanton 
concludes that 


•where "concubinage is recognized, there 
is no pressing noed for liberal divorce 
laws." 


Mrs. Stanton founds o fine argument 


and eloquent plea on the assumption 
that the marriage institution is of divine 
origin. This being so, she thinks "we 
can trust Him who ordained it to see 
that 'those whom Ho hath joined to- 
gether will never be put asunder.' 
Liberal divorce laws are intended to 
enable those whom God has not joined 
together to be put asunder. 
Such laws, 


so far from 
being 
barbarous and 


degrading, 
indicate 
the 
growing 


independence, intelligence and 
the 


virtue 
of 
American womanhood," 


But she adds, "Before claiming that 
marriage is a divine institution, let the 
high priests at the family altar purify 
themselves, body and soul, and make 
themselves fit to be the creators of im- 
mortal beings. 
Science has indicated 


the right to discuss freely whather our 
ancestors were apes ; let il be as free to 
ask whether our posterity shall be 
idiots, knaves and lunatics ; and if not, 
by what changes such wretched results 
may be avoided." Mrs. Stanton does 
not believe that it is for those that the 
mothers of tho race give the heydey of 
their lives and ever and anoa go down 
to the very gates of death. 
If any de- 


• daction not precisely stated ia to be 


drawn from her argument, it is that 
women, being the greatest sufferers from 
the evils of marriage, should have the 
right to uirtlse tho laws for regulating it 
and to prescribe what shall be the con- 
ditions of lawful divorce, or in other 
•worda that the woman shall have a 
divorce whenever she wants it. 
If tho 


•women are generally to hold 
these 


yiewa of liberal divorce, and public sen- 
timent should sustain them, tha polyg- 
amy of Utah cannot be much worse if 
any worse for society than that state of 
society which liberal divorce laws must 
inevitably bring about. It is iu the 
Interest of the home and hence of so-j 


ciety that the ties of marriage should 
not be lightly considered, and its re- 
sponsibilities should be serioua enough 
to cause deliberation and not encourage 
haste, and in the interest of national 
morality there is as much necessity for 
a uniform system of divorce as there is 
for a national bankrupt act. 


CPU RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


The man of fifty years need not rack 


his memory very severely to recall the 
first note of the locomotive whistle that 
he ever heard. Our great railway sys- 
tem hag grown up from infancy in little 
more than half a century, Tho first 
railroad built in this country was four 
miles long, built in 1825, and designed 
to carry granite from the Quincy, Mass., 
quarries to tido 'water. It was not till 
1831 that the real utility of the invention 
began to be understood and short lines 
began to be laid in several States. 
In 


studying the history of this country it is 
well to remember that the men who 
founded it never saw a railway train, or 
had any conception of a more rapid 
journey than such as could be performed 
by carriages and stage coaches. IE Gen. 
Washington could have had a railroad 
system for the transportation oJ his 
armies and supplies, the Bevolutioii 
would not have dragged its slow length 
along for eight weary years, and wo 
should have no such story of suffering to 
road like that at Valley Forge. 


" Poor's Manual " for the year has 


just been published, and from it wo can 
gain an idea of the revolution that has 
been wrought by our great railway sys- 
tem. During 1883 the number of tons 
of freight transported was 400,453,439, 
at an average rate of 1.24 cents per 
mile. The total number of passengers 
carried (not including struct and ele- 
vated railways) was 312,686,641, which 
means that the average travel was six 
trips for every member of the pop- 
ulation. The average rale of faro was 
2.42 
cents per mile. New England 


furnished 72,377,556 of these passen- 
gers, the Middle States 126,735,099, tho 
Southern States, 14,087,8GG, and the 
Western States 73,520,833. The East- 
ern .States took eighteen trips for each 
member of the population, the Middle 
States ton, tho Southern States one and 
two-tenths, and the Western States 
four and four-tenths. 
Massachusetts 


furnished the highest number of nny of 
the States ; Pennsylvania carne second, 
New York third, Illinois fourth, New 
jersey fifth and Ohio sixth. 


The total railroad mileage is now 


120,552 miles. The capital stock is 
placed at $3,708,060,583; the funded 
debt is $3,455,040,383, and the flouting 
debt $332,870,345. The not earnings 
were $330,911,881, being nearly 4% pur 
ceut. on the total of stock, botuls and 
clubt; the interest paid 
an 
average 


o£ 4.40 per cent, on bonds and debt 
and tho dividends averaged 2:01 per 
cent, on bonds and debt, aud tbe divi 
doiids averaged 2.91 per cent, on stock 
The roads give direct employment to an 
immense tiriny of men, and equal 01 
greater numbers 
derive subsistence 


from them by indirect methods. Tho 
operating expenses, were $487,000,000, 
the greater part of which was for labor, 
being an average of over §1,500,000 for 
each day of the year excluding Sundays. 
The dividends and interest reached 
§275,000,000, making tho total of dis- 
bursements §702,000,000, or $2,000,000 
for every day of the year. 


It has been suggested that the busi- 


ness of railway building has been oror- 
dona in this country, a statement that 
is not without foundation in fact. Not 
all of the lines hove been prosperous, 
and a good deal of the property in- 
vested must wait for the development 
of the country before adequate return 
is realized. But the country is gainer, 
while capital can hardly be said to have 
suffered, for otherwise it mnst have lain 
idle, whereas it is now invested svhero 
the ultimate returns are sure, even if 
provokingly slow at present. The pres- 
ent greatness of our country could not 
iave been attained for centuries except 
for the great railway system which 
brings the remotest points near to the 
;reat markets and has carried civiliza- 
tion and enterprise into every Stata and 
Tenitory. 


A fnvwito complaint mads by the

Jommissio&ers $250 each, besides a 
urge sum to the employes; thu Shur- 
ff'a office iu San Francisco, $2,000 ; the 
Assessor's, $1,890 ; Supervisors, $100 
euch, and otb.br officers and employes 
a proportion to their incomes, the 
whole making a campaign sack of about 
530,000. This is a fair specimen of the 
Democratic idea of civil service reform, 


and shows how it would relieve the 
poor office holders, clerks and workmen 
from political assessments if it should 
oome into power. 


Some ^Democratic friend of Cleve- 


land's makes the statement, which is 
quoted approvingly by the Democratic 
press, that the Cleveland scandal was 
not likely to hurt the ticket, for the 
Democratic party did not lose any votes 
because of its indorsement of Bichard 
M. Johnson in 1836, when he had a 
house full of mulatto children born out 
of wedlock.
